Almost. Actually the compound is Silver Sulfide. It is almost as 


conductive as silver, and usually soft enough to be displaced by 
wiping switch contacts. 


ANY silver polish results in removal of "Some" silver. Not a big deal 
with solid silver, but a bit more important with silver plating. 


The silver / sulfur reaction can be reversed by immersing the silver 
item and a piece of aluminum foil in a heated baking soda solution. 
The two pieces MUST be in contact as this is an electrochemical 
reaction. The sulfur will leave the silver piece and be deposited on 
the aluminum foil, without removing any silver. This works for things 
like silver plated coils, etc., but not so easy with things like 
rotary switch contacts. 


Rotary switches are much better left alone, as the chance of damaging 
(or "Sspringing") fixed contacts is almost as likely as successful 
"cleaning".

There has been some comparison of receiver performance on 40 
meter CW. One comparison was made between a K1 and a Yaesu FT-817 and 
the person doing this found the K1 was far superior to the FT-817 even 
with the Collins 500 Hz mechanical filter. Another was a comparison of a 
Direct Conversion receiver to the FT-817. 


In both comparisons the FT-817 was very inferior to the other 
receivers. Alas, neither comparison told us how the FT-817 was set up. 
Since it did so poorly, I will guess that the 10 DB attenuator was off. 
That the pre-amp was on. That AGC was automatic and the RF gain control 
was wide open. On 40 meters this will sound terrible! And this is the 
default setting for 40 meter CW. 


When I set up my FT-817 for 40 meter FOX work I turn off the 
pre-amp, turn on the 10 DB attenuator, turn off AGC and turn down both 
the AF and RF gain controls to zero. (The 500 Hz filter is automatically 
selected when your in CW mode). 


Then turn up the AF gain to a nice level where you hear a slight 
hiss in your ear phones. Now turn up the RF gain SLOWLY! until you hear 
the band noise. Under this condition the CW filter works really good (it 
isn't saturated by high level noise). Tune around now and you can hear a 
pin drop. A signal you can't even hear in the default setting sounds 
like 589 with this setting. 


In summary, do not let a comparison between two or three radio 
receivers influence your decision to buy a radio. Look at the ARRL radio 


reviews where they have been tested with expensive gear. Even here I 
wonder if the ARRL tests are made like I set my FT-817?

An adhesive that will probably meet your needs is the shoe-sole, 1 part 
glue, named GOOP. It is a silicone adhesive that-instead of water-based 
acetic or alkaline ‘curing ' uses a solvent-based cure. The reason for that 
is that prior to THIS adhesive, all solvent-based glues shrank too much to 
glue most hard, non-absorbing surfaces (like aquariums for example-and, 
good as it is, I wouldn't use GOOP for a fishtank.) GOOP does shrink (not 
so you'd notice) slightly, but its advantages are that it is REALLY sticky, 
and has no difficulties keeping any surface contaminants-like oils-from 
bothering what you intend to join. It doesn't bother electronics that I 
have ever seen but I would still allow it to openly cure a while before I'd 
put it into a sealed box (only on general principles.) Your other 
alternative is epoxy. If you don't want it to run, get an epoxy-gel if you 
can find it. It doesn't run when it cures. If you're going to try and hold 
down some metal-like at the back of the battery 'tube'... I'd choose epoxy 
for the project.

R-Mers, 


After reading about the cylindrical watch-type crystals (WC) from N4ESS in 
the October issue of the QRP Quarterly, I ordered some for 80, 30, 20x*x and 
15** meters. Rich said then that he would have the 7030 crystals in Jan or 
Feb '03.

They work fine but they don't deliver as much output energy as the HC49s. 
Generally, the power output was about half that of the larger crystals. 
(Most likely due to their small size and the R-M oscillator circuit 
designed for the HC49s.) 


Example: Using an RF probex*x** the voltage at the base of Q4 was about 6 
Volts with an HC49 at Y1. The voltage with a WC on about the same 
frequency was 3 Volts. With the HC49 in an R-M/20, power out was about 400 
mw and the WC about 200 mW. Not really bad though, just a little more 
QRPpp. YMMV! 


You might get more output if you changed the feedback caps in the 
oscillator circuit but this would change the shift offset frequency. Some 


adjustments in the buffer Q5 values might be needed to increase the drive 

to Q6 too. Also note that the leads are much thinner on the WCs. If you 

use machined pins for crystal sockets, rather than solder them in, it would 
be good to solder the leads into machined pins too and plug them in that way. 


xx The cystals are marked 14025 and 21026 kHz. They may oscillate lower in 
frequency and be below the 14.025 and 21.025 MHz band edges. A small 
capacitor (~47-100pF) in series will bring them back up if needed. 


xxx Measurements with the RF probe are relative only to the parts used in 
my probe and the voltmeter it is connected to. Your results WILL be different.

Hi Tony, 

Gluing PVC is trickier than it looks. I've had poor bonds using 
epoxy. The most effective glue (in terms of joint strength) is the 
PVC pipe glue that's available in small cans in the plumbing section 
of the hardware store/Home Depot/Lowes. The PVC pipe glue essentially 
melts the PVC leaving a very strong bond when it dries. Coat the 
joint with purple PVC primer first (also available in small cans) to 
create the strongest possible bond.

Howdy Gang: 


I currently have a 40M Extended Double Zepp (EDZ) up at 50 
feet or so. 


It is center fed with about 50 feet of ladder line down to 
near ground level and goes into a plastic box. It then is 
soldered to a 1:1 balun which then goes into my LDG RT11 
remote tuner. 


I run coax from the output of the tuner all the way into the 
shack. 


This set-up has been playing wonderfully but there are some 
downsides to using ladder line to feed the tuner unit such as 
de-tuning due to rain, snow, etc, etc. 


I have been wondering what would be the effect if I replaced 
the ladder line with coax??? Will the coax see too high an 


SWR and not be able to handle it in terms of loss??? Will I 
have just screwed up a very good antenna system??? 


Appreciate any thoughts on this experimental system....BTW, I 
am sure having fun playing with this type of antenna and I am 
completely sold on using external remote tuners right at the 

antenna.

The degree of difficulty to some of those places is pretty high. 

KH7K, Kure Atoll, for example was a Coast Guard navigation station for many 
years but that site has been closed and so you can no longer "hitch a 

ride" -- i. e., getting there is expensive and that does not address the 
possibility that the atoll might be some kind of wildlife preserve requiring 
special permissions, etc. 


KG4 used to require an invitation by the Marine Corps...which was possible 
by knowing the right person and/or sending a letter, etc. Guantanamo, of 
course, is now one of the super secure military bases because it now is also 
the holding area for Afghan prisoners. You MIGHT be able to get on, and get 
permission to operate, but you might also have to obtain some kind of 
security clearance, etc. Your best bet is to join one of the DX or 
Contesting lists and ASK the members if any of them have ever operated from, 
and how they did it. The might have a contact name. 


I don't recognize all of the rest, but for the most part, if you can get 
there and it is a US territory or possession, etc., you can operate. 


Many will be difficult to get to (no commercial flights or ships going that 
way), and at least 1 or 2 will be impossible because of permits required by 
government agencies to get on the islands. 


And if you are planning a QRP DX-pedition to any one of those sites, don't 
forget that unless you have a great antenna you might not have a lot of 
people to talk to! Some of the Pacific Islands are 5,000 or more miles away 
to the USA. So if you're serious, I suggest you dry run a visit to KH6 
(Hawaii), take antennas that you'd use and see how well you are able to 
reach the other 49 states (I've tried it on a dozen vacation trips, and 
sometimes it gets downright frustrating -- especially if you are taking the 
leesser-powered radios like the 1 and 2 watters). My best results have been 
with the full 5W (or more) and good antennas (I worked about 20 states with 
5W SSB in a week on 10M, but that was at the peak of the sunspot cycle). 


Good luck! And let us know what you decide....
